Aberdeen-Angus breeders were 
naturally much gratified at the ex- 
cellent result, on the whole, of the 
second Spring sale of the breed at 
the Agricultural Hall, Aberdeen on 
Wednesday, March 29. This special 
show and sale, conducted by Messrs. 
Macdonald, Fraser & Co., Ltd., was 
arranged to suit the convenience of 
the Northern Counties’ breeders who 
had originally entered their stock for 
the Perth sale of the first weck of February.

“You ask as to how many cattle I have 
and how they are doing. I have sixteen 
breeding cows, eleven heifers that will be old 
enough to breed this fall, one two-year-old 
bull and three yearling bulls, six suckling 
calves and my herd bull—thirty-eight head 
of registered stuff. I have been in the busi- 
ness four years, beginning with a partner- 
ship arrangement. I have sold three good 
bulls of my own raising for breeding pur- 
poses and eight head of heifers and bull 
calves for slaughter, making practically fif- 
ty head of cattle in all. I started about four 
years ago with five cows and have bought 
five others in the mean time. I have an ac- 
credited herd under Government regulations 
as to tuberculosis. 

In speaking of the other beef breeds Mr. 
Phillips says: “I personally care for the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle and like them best of 
the three breeds, by reason of my own ex- 
perience with them. They seem hardier and 
more thrifty. I get a larger percentage of 
calves to the selling or breeding age, and I 
get a larger percentage of calves dropped. ° I 
have mostly Queen Mothers.” 

Young men are urged to go out to these 
pure bred sales that are yet to come and se- 
lect a foundation of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
The prices are as low as they ever will be. 
Take these good cows home and breed them 
for the next five or six years, keeping all 
the increase possible. Take good care of 
them and you will be the happiest man in the 
neighborhood at the expiration of that time.

turned for taxation. This number indicated an increase of 11,793 
over returns for 1920, but it is 245,751 less than returns for 1919: 
compared with 1918 the shrinkage is 189,895. In the same repon 
there are some suggestive figures found in the numbers of cattle 
that have been marketed from the state in recent years. For 1991 
the total of cattle sent to market from the state was but 147,418; in 
1919 the number was 641,337, and which was the banner year for 
shipments out of the state. It is necessary to go back to 1889 ty 
find a year when a smaller number of cattle were shipped than fo; 
last year, although there have been a number of years when ship- 
ments ran below the 200,000 mark. It is felt, however, among men 
of Montana that a period of increased production has begun.”

Encouraging Figures. 

Expectantly rather than confidence was 
the mood in which exposers awaited the 
verdict of the bidding which followed.

(Continued from page 3) 
to twelve hundred dollars per acre. There 
are thousands of them in the western prov- 
inces and elsewhere in Canada. They are 
going to Mexico and South America. Every- 
where they have gone the “Doddies” (a term 
affectionately ascribed to them by their ad- 
mirers) have proven their superiority and 
are making money for thcir owners. The 
war slogan for the breed, “The Doddie Does 
a Bit at Every Bite,” is not too strong for 
peace times. 

Characteristics of the breed: They are a 
prcpotent race, i. e., they transmit strongly 
their characteristics to the offspring, wheth- 
er crossed on other breeds or bred in the 
pure state. They are polled or hornless; 
passing this desirable trait to the offspring 
strongly. They are of uniform color (black). 
They are prolific; giving a large per cent of 
calves each year. They are quick matur- 
ing; always carrying flesh ready for the 
market if given a fair opportunity. They 
are hardy and rustlers along with the best. 
There is a marked uniformity in the individ- 
uals commanding the attention of particular 
buyers.
